—Sketches of Their Lives. 


Dr. Ernest Brewster Sangree died 


at the home of his father, Rev. Dr. 
Milton H. Sangree, Harrisburg, on 
Thursday night of last week. The de- 
ceased was an authority on bacteriol- 
ogy and pathology. A year ago he 
had an attack of cerebro spinal men- 
ingitis, from which he never fully re- 
covered, and to this, along with over- 
work, his death is attributed. Dr 
Sangree wan thirty-six years of age. 
After pursuing a course at the Medico- 
Chirurgical college, Philadelphia, he 
was made assistant demonstrator of 
histology and was subsequently elect 
ed professor of bacteriology and patho - 
ogy in Vanderbilt university, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., which position he filled 
until one year ago, when he was elec'- 
ed to the same ehair in the Universitj 
of Illinois. A few days ago he rettirn- 
ed to Harrisburg from Chicago. His 
brothers are the Rev. Henry Sangree, 
of Eastern; Dr. Thomas Sangree, of 
New York; Allen Sangree, on his way 
to South Africa in the interest of 
A'msley's magazine, and George San. 
gree, of Pniladelphia. His sisters art 
Mrs. Frances Fahrney, Mrs

Kaufman and Miss Margaret Sangree, 
all of Harrisburg. His body was taken 
to Philadelphia for interment.

music furnished by him while here 
He was an unusually bright younf 
man. Decedent's father was pastor of 
the Everett Reformed church maiij 
years ago.

Judge E. F. Dunne, of the Illinois 


circuit court, contributed the follow- 
ing able article on the administration's 
Philippine policy to the Philadelphia 
Times of Sunday: 


Until the year 1898 the American re- 


public acquired no new territory, ex- 
cept by three honorable methods— 
first, free and uncoereed purchase from 
the owners; secondly, by treaty, and 
thirdly, by consenting to annexation 
of territory contiguous to the soil of 
the republic, pursuant to the almost 
unanimous desire of the inhabitants of 
the territory annexed. 


All of the territory acquired by the 


United States previous to the adminis- 
tration of President McKinley was 
sparsely settled and its few inhabit- 
ants were either enthusiastically in 
favor of annexation or indifferent to 
the future of the territory. History 
records no protest by the occupants 
against the annexation of any terri- 
tory until the year 189S 


We are now confronted with the 


proposition of annexing to the United 
States an archipelago covering about 
140,000 square miles, situated 
ten 


thoxisand miles away, three times as 
thickly populated per square mile as 
the United States, against the will and 
in spite of the protest of its seven o- 
eight million inhabitants. The carry- 
ing out of this project, forced upon us 
by the present Republican administra- 
tion, is not only detrimen'al to tlie 
best interests of the United States, but 
it involves the sacrifice and repudia- 
tion of all the traditions and past 
teachings in the history of the nation 
and imperils its very existence as a 
republic. 
I am opposed to it, first, because it 


is a violation of the spirit and the let- 
ter of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, which declares that "all govern 
ments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed," and 
which further declares, in justification 
of the revolt against George III., that 
he refused to pass laws "unless the 
people would relinquish the right of 
representation in the legislature, a 
right inestimable to them and formid 
able to tyrants only." 


Not only have we failed, up to the 


present time, to procure the consent of 
the governed in the Philippine islands, 
but we have managed to bring about 
and foment a war of protest against 
our government by the most intelli- 
gent minds among its people, who, 
during the past year, have been will- 
ing to shed their blood and give up 
their lives in substantiation of that 
protest. 


Secondly, I am opposed to the for- 


cible annexation of the Philippine 
islands because it is in violation of 
both the spirit and the letter of the 
Constitution of the United States. 


The preamble of the constitution re- 


cites that "We, the people of the 
United States, in order to form a more 
perfect union, * * * insure domes- 
tic tranquility, * * * promote the 
general welfare and secure the bless 
ings of liberty to ourselves aud our 
posterity, do ordain and establish this 
Constitution lor the United States of 
America" As then understood, and 
is now understood, 'iAmerica" was in 
tbe western hemisphere, and 
the 


United States was in America. 


The constitution contemplated the 


jovernment of the people of the United 
States of America, not of the United 
States of America and the Philippines, 
or the Sandwich or the Fiji islands, 
but of the United States of America 
alone. Can the acquisition of these 
islands in the Pacific ocean in any way 
insure the "domestic tranquility" of 
the United States or promote its gen- 
eral welfare" Our experience during 
the last twelve months teaches us that 
the contrary is true. 


The thirteenth amendment to the 


constitution provides that "neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude, ex- 
cept as a punishment for crime * 


* * shall exist within the- United 


States or any place subject to their 
jurisdiction." And yet by treaty with 
the sultan of the Sulu islands in the 
Philippine archipelago an "involuuta- 
ry servitude," as well as polygamy, is 
officially recognized by the treaty exe- 
cuted between that potentate and the 
president of the United States. 


By the fourteenth amendment to the 


constitution "all persons born or nit- 
uralized in the United 
States, and 


subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citizens of the United States and of 
the state wherein they reside. No 
state shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privilege or 
immunities of citizens of the United 
States." 


The fifteenth amendment to the con- 


stitution provides "that the right of 
citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or any state on account 
of race, color or previous condition of 
servitude "' Pursuant to these last two 
provisions,' if the Philippine islands 
are annexed to and become a part of 
the United States, all of the inhabit- 
ants born therein become citizens of 
the United States and are entitled to 
vote. 
This follows pursuant to the 


provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States and its amendments, and 
yet no statesman in this country, Re- 
publican, Democratic or Populist, even 
pretends that it is the intention of this 
government to admit the Filipino (o 
the full rights of citizenship. To an- 
nex them to the United States with or 
without their will and deny them the 
right of citizenship would, I contend, 
be a violation of the letter and the 
spirit of the Constitution of the United 
States of America. 


Thirdly, I am opposed to the forcible 


annexation of these islands against the 
will of their inhabitants because it is 
morally wrong and an exercise of un- 
disguised tyranny and oppression. 
There is and should be so eh a thing 
as righteousness, justice and morality 
among nations as nell as among men. 
The immortal words of the Declaration 
of Independence that "all 
men are 


created equal" and that "governments 
are instituted among men, deriving 
their just powers from the consent o 
the governed," are true to-day as they 
were when written. 
To attempt to 


govern a great body of men without 
consulting their wishes or permitting 
them to declare their election for the 
form and character of the government 
imposed upon them, according to the 
teachings and traditions of American 
bister?,is tyranny and a national crime 
It is opposed to the genius of American 
institutions and a violation of the na- 
tional conscience. 


Never until the year 1398 has any 


American statesman had the temerity 
to justify the acquisition of any foreign 


are wholly devoid of sentiment ant 
principle—because it will not pay. 


Let us consider what the forcible ac 


quisition of the Philippine islands 
means. 
First, the increase of our 


standing army, the cost of which/ hai 
been estimated at from one hundred 
and twenty-five to one hundred and fifty 
millions per year, which, capitalize 
at 3 per cent., means an indebtedness 
of five billion dollars; secondly, an in- 
crease of the navy and cost of fortifica- 
tions of from one hundred and fifty to 
two hundred million dollars per an- 
num, 
which, figured at 3 per cent., 


means at least an indebtedness of five 
billion dollars more; thirdly, a tremen- 
dously increased pensionroll, the limit 
of which cannot be defined, but which 
at a moderate estimate must double 
the present pension roll of one hun- 
dred and forty million dollars per year. 
In tropical climes white men can live 
in health and vigor but a few years, 
and the ranks of our garrison soldiery 
will be decimated year after year, by 
diseases peculiar to the tropics, which 
the Caucasian races cannot successful- 
ly withstand. 


Fifthly, I am opposed to the forcible 


acquisition of the Philippine islands 
on account of the increased liability of 
embroilment in foreign ware. Up to 
the year 1898 the United States was 
separated by oceans from warlike and 
aggressive nations, and had dwelt for 
over half a century in peace and har- 
mony with all the earth. She. was the 
great typical republican government 
and never hesitated, officially or other- 
wise, to express her sympathy for all 
the struggling people of the world 
who were endeavoring to establish a 
republican form of government. Yet 
to-day, owing to the inconsistent and 
compromising position in which she is 
placed by the endeavor to forcibly an- 
nex the Philippine islands, she ia 
forced into the situation of standing 
dumb in the presence of the colossal 
;nfamy and outrage attemped to be 
perpetrated in South Africa by the 
British empire against the two young 
South African republics. 
With the 


blood of the slaughtered Filipinos ou 
our hands we dare not raise them in 
protest againpt the British attempt to 
plunder and despoil the Boers. 


Sixthly and lastly, I am opposed to 


the forcible acquisition of the Philip- 
pine islands because to carry it out 
would be an act of national treachery 
and perfidy. In overcoming the Span- 
iards in Manila we used the Filipinos 
as our allies, brought Aguinaldo and 
his staff to Manila upon one of our 
ships of war, furnished them with 
arms, co-operated with them in the 
field, solicited their support, permit- 
ted them to issue proclamations de- 
claring the Americans to be their 
friends and allies, allowed our gener- 
als to address Aguinaldo as "your ex- 
cellency" and acknowledge in many 
other ways their provisional govern- 
ment. IL a word, we treated them in 
all respects as our allies during the 
war with Spain, and, after accom- 
plishing our purpose, turned upon 
them in the hour of triumph and be- 
trayed them in a most disgraceful and 
perfidious manner. 


The correspondence between our con- 


suls and our government, our gener- 
als and Admiral Dewey and the state 
department, now partially made pub- 
lic, and which hereafter must be pub- 
lished in its entirety, will expose us 
to the world, in view of our recent 
treatment of the Filipinos, as a nation 
of tricksters and 
confidence 
men 


Enough has been published already to 
make every honest American hang- hia 
head in shame.

The above is the call issued by the 


Democratic national committee after 
it had met and decided upon the time 
»nd place 
for 
holding the meet- 


ing of the Democrats of the country. 
At the conference of the committee- 
men were some of the most prominent 
Democrats of tb» United Stat-r. In 
the discussion of the date for the cor- 
vention ex-Senator Arthur P Gorojar, 
of Maryland, took a leading part. Hi, 
speech favoring July 4 was particular- 
ly impressive. He urged 
his 
col 


leagues to stand by the principles o' 
Democracy, to proceed with caution in 
the coming campaign, to keep close tr 
the people,to study their wants,"and,v 


he added, "with this comes Democrat- 
ic victory." 


It bad been the custom for the mi- 


nority party to follow the majority 
party in assembling conventions, and 
when he told his colleagues that the 
Republican party is making 
issues

"This sort of thing 
is making votes for Bryan fast," said 
th» writer. At the mention of Bryan's 


name there was great applause, which 
was renewed when a voice shouted: 


Lots of ll;publicins are going to 


vote for Bryan, too." This incident 
is significant by reason of tlie fact 
that the men who compose the Anti- 
Imperialist Leagues are among the 
leading thinkers of this country. 


The deliberations o£ this representa- 


tive body of men at the conference in 
the Quaker City are of interest. Presi- 
dent George G Mercer, of the local 
league, in his speech opening the 
meeting, said:

v -n thc c'lmna >n cntoiy from ub'cl' 
•'i' Filip'tr- .ihics are sternly excludi-d, 
and U hind their baei.-s we purchase 
roin the common enemy his title of 
-.overeignty over them—a title utterly 
discredited by ourtelves—so that from 
ill t'j>ets of Spanish foreign rule they 
nay become subjects of American 
•'oreign rule 
And when,then,our late 


illits insist upon being free and refuse 
'o be bought from the defeated enemy, 
like a herd of cattle, we slaughter 
them by thousands. 


'•Let the imperialists not delude 


themselves. If the present congress 
fails to undo the great wrong that has 
oeen done, appeal will be taken to the 
oeople. And it will be kept there, 
and, if need be. renewed year in and 
vear nut. It will give you no rest, as 
he slavery question gave us no rest, 
until finally settled aright. 
And— 


take heen!—the longer the right set- 
Hement is delayed the greater will be 
its cost. You may call the upholders 
if the Declaration of Independence 
and of the C institution, the followers 
if Washington's and Lincoln's teach- 
ugs, 'traitors' or 'bores'—no matter, 
:hey will not give up the belief that 
the American people are an honest 
people, aud, like the anti-slavery men. 
they will not cease to appeal to the 
popular conscience, fully confident 
that the time will come, when, on 
Wabhington's Birthday, we may feel 
that we are again worthy of him, and 
that his great monition has not been 
in vain: 'Observe good faith and jus- 
tice toward all nations; cultivate peace 
and harmony with all; religion and 
morality enjoin this conduct; and can 
it be that good policy does not equally 
enjoin it ?

The war department has received 


the report of Colonel Sargent, of the 
Twenty-ninth infantry at Manila, de- 
tailing the action at San Mateo during 
which General Lawton lost his life. 
The report says General Lawton had 
ridden all night to be able to arrive on 
the scene at 6:30 in the morning, but 
he said: 


"Sargent, I wish to give you full 


swing; go ahead with your command 
and carry out your plans." 


It was rather significant that Law- 


ton added that he did not expect much 
resistance, considering that he met his 
death in that engagement. 
Between 


San Mateo and the troops lay a river 
which it was necessary to ford and 
the location of the ford was ascertain- 
ed with great dinlenlty, the enemy 
being strongly aintrenched on tha op- 
posite bank and volleying upon the 
troops, la reference to this, the re 
port reads: 


"At this time, about S o'clock a. m., 


the first firing "began and I dismounted 
and started to the front. 
General 


Lawton had already arrived on th' 
firing line and as I descended the nil], 
in front of which was the rice field. 
General Liwton was coolly walkinc 
up and down the firing line within 
about 250 yards of the enemy's ic- 
trenchments. 
A few minutes after- 


ward Lieutenant Breckenridge wa? 
wounded and I saw General Lawton 
acting as one of the four litter bearers, 
helping to carry Lieutenant Brecken- 
ridge from the field 


"After helping to caary back Lieu- 


tenant Breckenridge to the general'.' 
headquarters, during the battle, he re- 
mained a few moments, asking the lieu- 
tenant how he felt, said a few words 
to Major Rogers about my disposition 
for the Sght and then starting back to 
the firing line was shot before he 
had advanced but a few steps. He waE 
shot above the heart, with his face to- 
ward the enemy. He fell to the ground 
and lived but a few moments. 


"Thus died on the battlefield this 


great, brave, heroic soldier; large 
of heart and large of frame, with an 
indomitable will and with a power un- 
surpassed of overcoming obstacles—8 
soldier who had 
never shown fear, 


who knew not what fear was."

T. G. Harper of Burlington, president 


of the Iowa CJood Uoads and Improve- 
ment association, lucently scut out cir- 
cular letters to the vice presidents of 
the various districts, making sugges- 
tions regarding the lines upon which 
local organization should be effected 
and to officers and members of the 
couniy institutes thioughout the state, 
giving an outline of the scope of the 
work undertaken. 
In these letters 


President Harper says: 


"Our association feels this to be a 


movement entitled to tile friendly sup- 
port and assistance of every taxpayer 
in the state, be he a farmer, merchant 
or connected with any other honest 
calling. Good roads must be the com- 
mon desire of every thoughtful citizen. 
An improved road is a symbol of prog- 
ress. Good roads are indexes of good 
men, good women, good homes, good 
farms and good communities. We in- 
tend in the end to reduce the road tax. 
When permanent roads are once estab- 
lished, the road tax will not be so great. 


"This movement is Intended to put a 


stop to the building of patched up. tem- 
porary roads and to inaugurate the 
construction of permanent roads. Find 
out the amount of road tax your coun- 
ty annually pays, and you will be sur- 
prised that so Inrge an amount of mon- 
ey can be disposed of. leaving behind 
so slight nn evidence of It.

permanent roads, 
or 


should mean that, yet permanent roads 
can be constructed without tbe use of 
broken rock, gravel or sand. Perma- 
nent roads, therefore, mean the best 
roads tliat a paiticular community can 
construct with tlie use of the means at 
hand. Our road law. however, should 
be so framed that all the money paid 
as road tax shall be expended For that 
purpose. That this is not now done 
we have but to consider the vast 
amount paid annually as roatl tav in 
our state, while we observe what slight 
evidence of this money manifests itself 
upon our roads 
In Iowa we have over 


100.000 miles of public highway, and 
this vast iiitert'st— an inteiest that is 
Intimately connected with every citi- 
zen iu our state—is without a common 
head, system or method. 


"Is it not time we were giving this 


important matter some careful con- 
sideration? Some of our farmers re- 
sist the move for the reason that they 
think they will lit' obliged to construct 
the permanent road should one be 
made by their farm. 
Thi'j should 


get this notion out of their heads nl 
once. for. ah a nutter of fact, they will 
build no nidi e of flint road than am 
other citizen of the township. 


"Our laws should lie amended so as 


to retjulre the road tax to he iniiil in 
mohey. 
Then this money should be 


expended us any other business ex 
pcuds its hintK not paid to men and 
teams to sit around in fence coiner^ 
and 'swap y.inis' all claj. but to IIKMI 
aud teams th.it hau- giu-ii value re 
ceivecl by ^n ing the township a ijood 
square day's \vork.

It is only by a state aid law that the 


city population cau be enabled to give 
farmers the help they are willing to 
give and which justice requires them 
to give. Strict justice would require, 
in fact, that the state should pay the 
whole cost of road building and main- 
tenance instead of one-halt, as is pro 
posud by this bill. The whole people 
have equal rights in the use of the 
roads, and they have substantially 
equal benefits from them, for. though 
the people in cities may rarely use 
them, they are used constantly for the 
cities' bciiL'lit. Without them the cities 
could not exist for a day; destroy them, 
and the people of cities and towns 
must scatter instantly to flnd subsist- 
ence.—General Roy Stone. 


Pay Rond Tit.\e» In CiiMh.. 


The proposition to pay road taxes in 


cash met with lltt'se favor In the begin- 
ning. 
Fanners 
were unwilling, as 


might reasonably lip expected, to pay 
their road taxes in cash instead of in 
work. 
But sentiment is now largely 


the other way among intelligent farm- 
ers, since experience has shown that 
moie can be accomplished with $1 of 
tax paid in cash than S2 or even S3 of 
tax worked out on the highway. Where 
the system has been fairly tried farm- 
ers have found it by no means the bur- 
den expected, since they may still be 
hired by the road officers to run the 
machinery nserl.

in a recent address on the value ot irn 
proved highways, said that the prog 
ress of the national life was Indicated 
by the roads. The pi ogress of the i 
pie in arts and sciences is indicated by 
roads. 
We are becoming a little vain- 


glorious, we people of this century, 
We believe that we are up to date, bin 
when we come to the subject of roads 
we are far behind the times. 


Governor Rollins dwelt upon the 


character of the highways of the Ro- 
man empire. 
Even today in evorj 


part of the woild where Rome bad a 
foothold, be said, traces are left of the 
wonderful roads. 
When Rome began 


to decline, rontl building was stopped 


It has only been of recent date, he 


eontintied. that good roads began to 
show themselves in England and in 
Scotland. The progress and strength 
nf the English people have been coin- 
cident with the building of good roads 
The governor advocated a plan to open 
up the rural sections of New Qnglanc 
by the construction of paths and lanes 
leading to picturesque spots, winding 
In and out of wooded districts nod se- 
cluded places, forming a sort of inex- 
pensive park system. 


The good roads movement In this 


country Is only of very recent date 
and the bicycle is chiefly responsible 
for the agitation and beginning of the 
work. The best roads are those abou1 
great cities, because of the accumnla 
tion of wealth there, yet the people 
who need them most are tlie farmers 
The people iu big cities think thai they 
are heavily taxed, but proportionate!} 
they are lightly taxed in comparison 
with the farmers. 


The speaker discussed the plan foi 


good roads recently put into operation 
in New Jersey, where the abntters pay 
10 per cent, the county one-third and 
the state the remainder of the cost 
The result, ho said, Is that the state Is 
being converter! Into a network of fine 
roads. The governor gave a number of 
statistics with relation to the gveatei 
revenue to be derived by the farmer by 
hauling his merchandise over goocl 
roads. 


With regard to the construction o: 


roads Govonici Rollins said that care 
should be exercised iu location and at 
tention paid to conditions. In the nex 
25 years there is going to be an unprec 
edentefl activity iu road building.

IN THE SUGAR BUSH. 


Maple SiiKnr Milking— The Modern 


PraceM&eN imd Product* 


Though tons of maple sugar are 


made for the most part ID New York 
and Vermont, there are probably many 
people living on 1'arms throughout the 
United Slates who have no more cleai 
idea of how ample sugar is made Ihan 
they have of the production of electric 
Ity, says a writer in Farm anil Fire- 
side, from whose description of th 
process the following items and illus 
trations are reproduced: 


The sugiir maple is so called on ac 


count of the sugar contained in the 
eap. 
The person with no experience 


can hardly tell the difference between 
it and water, as it is clear and spar 
kling and has but a faint taste of sng 
ar. There is just about enough suga 
to make it a little sickish. 


In the fall the greater part of the sap 


goes from the trunk and branches into 
the roots, where, buried deep in th 


TIIREE METHODS OF COLLECTING SAP. 


ground, it will not be chilled. In tin 
spring, beginning in the latter part o: 
February or first of March, according 
as the season is forward or backward 
the sap begins to ascend the body o: 
the tree, Ihe gri'iHei' part in the oulei 
layers of the tine. Securing this sal 


• as it ascends and boiling it down COD 
stltntes (be work of maple sugar mak 
Ing. 


The tirst thing is to get tlie sap. In 


the early days before the bit and brace 
an oblique notch was cut into the tree 
near the ground, and from this wounc 
the sap would of course How. Then un 
der the lower cornel' nf this wound 
curved hole wide from one side of thr 
tree to the other, hut narrow up unc 
down, was made with a "gouge." am 
Into tills n.is driven a short wooclou 
spout or tlie same shape, which cangli 
the sap as it dropped from the cut. anc 
thus carried it to bliort wooden lrouir.li 
made by digging out bnsswood blockfl 
After the bit and draco came into URL 
a hole was bored mm the tree, ami a 
round spout made from a piece of su 
mac from which the pith had been 
burned out was Onu'i) into the bole t 
convey the sap to tlie trough. 


Next tbe wooden bucket came int 


use. By driving a nail into tlie tree nn 
der the spoilt tbe bucket could be hung 
anywheie on the tree. 


In the days of boiling in kettles coloi 


was the lust thiug aimed at in mak 
ing maple sugar, which was a dul 
black when finished. Sweetness was 
the mala consideration, and there wa: 
no incentive to keep out the dirt and 
cinders, for black sugar was just as 
nweet. and sugar lighter than chocolate. 
was looked upon as having beeu adul 
terated. 


The next improvement was the large 


pan placed upon an arch made of stone 
or brick. 
About tbe same time tin 


buckets came into use. A little latei 
the metallic spoilt was invented. This 
is now of such shape that it fills but 
small portion of the hole bored in tlie 
tree, but is held so (irmly that the buck 
et is suppoitcd by it. It allows sap to 
flow from tbe outer layers of the tree 
where there is the greatest amount of 
sap. and that which makes the whites 
sugar. 


A few sugar makers have their plan- 


so arranged that the sup. or shun, does 
not touch wood after tbe sap leaves 
the tree. At the present (line color 
an important fiioicr ill the value of 
mnple sugar, ami as wood tends to 
color it wooden nten=ils of all kinds 
have been discarded as far as possible 
The maple sugar now made is of n 
light straw color. Any darker than

now fairly within the precincts of the 
dirtiest city on the American conti- 
nent. 
"We passed many fine buildings 


»nd handsome churches, but they were 
foul with soot and vmsightly grime 
that completely destroyed whatever 
claim to beauty they might have. In 
the 
course 
of our conversation I 


learned that he was a resident of Pitts- 
burg and was interested in some roll- 
ing mills there. As he was leaving 
the ear I handed him my card, saying. 
"Shall I have the pleasure of knowing 
the name of the gentleman with whom 
I have been tonversing ?" "Oh, cer- 
tainly," he replied, with a pleasant 
•mile. "It's a name pretty well known 
hereabouts" He handed me his card 
»nd I read the name, Andrew Carnegie, 
»nd, for the benefit of those who do 
not know how to pronounce it, the 
mccent falls on the second syllable— 
Car-oa-gie. 


Years rolled on and I met Mr. Car- 


negie in different parts of the country, 
•nd frequently in the city of Washing- 
ton. 
He did not seem to recall the 


isct that we had ever met before an d I 
never attempted to recall it to his 
memory. 


Little did I think.as I stood chatting 


with him on that freezing winter 
morning, that I was standing in the 
presence of the richest man that his- 
tory has known sines God said to'a 
benighted world: -'Let there be light " 


On my desk this morning is one of 


our city's great journals. It tells me 
of the relief of Kimberley and of a 
movement of the British forces on the 
Orange Free State, 13,000 miles away. 


In another column I read of a battle 


of financial giants, where the stake is, 
not hundreds of thousands, but hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 


A few months 
ago the financial 


world was stirred to its innermost 
depths by the report that Andrew 
Carnegie had sold one-half of his im- 
mense properties to a British syndi- 
cate for 3150.000,000. The news was 
not true; no sale was made. An offer 
was made by a British syndicate, rep- 
resented by H. C. Frick, Mr. Carnegie's 
former partner and manager, of S157,- 
500,000. and on that sum Mr. Carnegie 
gave H. C. Frick and his associates an 
option for ninety days, the considera- 
tion being $1,000,000 spot cash. 


Vast as the sum appears to unfinau- 


cial eyes, the price was not exorbitant 
when the earning capacity of the stock 
in question is considered. The 90 days 
having expired, Mr. Frick, the head 
man in the new organization, went 
over to Scotland to interview Mr. Car- 
negie and see if it was possible to get 
a further extension of time, as Mr. 
Frick had not bean able in the limited 
time to secure the full amount of a 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars. 
Arriving at Castle Skibo, where Mr. 
Carnegie mikes his summer home, the 
two gentlemen lost no time in being 
ushered into the presence of the great 
financial magnate, the man who in the 
compass of twenty years of a moderate- 
ly successful life has laid up a fortune 
of over two hundred and fifty millions 
of dollars. He received even twenty 
millions of dollars, as his share of the 
enormous profits of a single year. 
When Mr. Frick called on him at

Artificial Diamonds. 


It Is well known that in tbe manufac- 


ture of carboa steel microscopic dia- 
monds are formed, and the curious 
fact is stated by Tbe Scientific Press 
that from the examination of a num- 
ber of steels from a variety of process- 
es identical results were given.

ie arts and forestry building each 
cover 30,000 square feet and are simi- 
lar in design. In plan the horticul- 
tural building is square, with central 
lantern, rising to a height of 240 feet 
at the intersection of the four arms of 
a Greek cross, which includes in its 
angles four small domes. On the cen- 
ter of each facade is a deeply recessed 
arched entrance. 


The graphic arts and forestry build- 


ings have four corner towers and on 
the east facade a vaulted loggia of 
three arches forms the main entrance. 
Above the red roofs of Spanish tile

cloisters; the eaves, with great over- 
hangs, add to the picturesque. Each 
facade is broken by an important ar- 
chitectural feature and each corner 
flanked with low pavilions, the design 
giving large plain surfaces for color, 
while the eaves give deep shadows. 
The color scheme is made up in reds 
and yellowa, light in tint. The loggias, 
balconies, pavilions and other places 
are to be ornamented with shrubs, 
vines and flowers, blending with the 
coloring of the building. The open- 
ings are grilled with specimens of 
wrought iron "Eejas," or grill scr-ens, 
such as are seen in examples of Span-

way Plaisance at Chicago. The restau- 
rant building itself is two stories high 
and is about 350 feet long. 


On the east side of the Plaza is a 


building closely resembling the res- 
taurant, which serves principally as 
the entrance to the Stadium or athletic 
field, althought portions are also used 
for exhibition purposes. This also has 
two stories, the upper story being a 
large open gallery, from which views 
of the Plaza on the one side and 
Stadium on the other are afforded. 
Finally, the south side of the Plaza is 
bounded by the electrical tower.
